1. The assessed valuation of Cook county, Illinois, Including' Ch'ic'aero, is 


four hundred forty-two million ($442,000,000,00) dollars; actual value thereof on 
a loan valuation basis is over two billion ($2,000,000,000.00) dollars. 


Ben Ward's assessed valuation of this county is over three hundred and 


five million ($305,000,000.00) dollars, while; its actual value on a loan basis docs 
not exceed five hundred million ($500,000,000.00) dollars. 


2. Ward has increased assessments on private property in this county 


over one hundred sixty million ($160,000,000.00) dollars, and on corporation 
property (including- eleven million ($11,000,000.00) dollars assessed on new 
electric lines) only twenty-five million ($25,000,000.00) dollars. 


3. The increase of assessed valuation in this county during Ward's ad- 


ministration has been 160 per cent and rn the remainder of the state outside of 
this county but 10 per cent. The assessed valuation of thi* county has in- 
creased 16 times as fast as in the balance of the state and inasmuch as the 
state rate is the same in all the counties of the state it is a self evident fact 
that the property owners of this county are being robbed of large sums of 
money, by reason of the excessive valuation placed upon the property by Ben 
Ward.

CAPTURE OF A HUGE SHARK. 


MoMter 
Thirty 
Feet 
Lon* 
and 


Wei*ha 14,000 Pound*. 


Sharks often attain a very large size 


along the Pacific coast, especially off 
the shores of southern California. Very 
recently a monster shark was captured 
by two Italian fishermen in Sun Pedro 
Bay that is claimed to be the largest 
ftfeh of that kind ever caught in the 
world. 
Beyond doubt It is certainly 


one of the largest ever captured any- 
where. 


When drawn out of the water and 


killed this sea monster weighed 14,000 
pounds. It measured from tip to tip 
thirty-two feet and the circumference 
of the body just forward of the huge 
dorsal fin was fifteen (eet Across the 
fearful mouth horizontally when open- 
ed it was two and one-half feet, while 
from the tip of the snout to the point 
of the lower jaw It measured three and 
one-half feet. 
The size of the huge 


mouth may bo judged by the fact that 
H is large enough for two children to 
<ue comfortably seated therein. 


The shark became hopelessly enmesb- 


«cd in gome 1,500 feet of the fishermen's 
net. 
The net he speedily tore into 


•strips, but In the giant creature's efforts 
to escape the strings and ropes were 
•wound many times around Its gills and 
the shark was held 11 fast prisoner. 
Despite Its long and frantic struggles 
for freedom the shark 
was finally 


stranded and filled with harpoons. The 
struggle lasted for more than an hour. 
'The monster's stomach was found full 
•of fish. It was engaged In robbing the 
juet when It became entangled. 


So for as hero known the largest 


«hark yet caught wa« twenty-two feet 
Jong—ten feet shorter than the San 
Pedro Bay monster. In capturing the 
latter the two fishermen had many nar- 
row escapes from being snapped up by 
the creature. It made a long, savage 
and desperate struggle for its life. Tha 
shark was skinned and stuffed and has 
been placed on exhibition, Efforts, it 
is understood, are being made by the 
Sipitltsonian Institution to secure this 
splendid specimen of the shark family.

1. The assessed valuation of Cook county, Illinois, including Chicago, is 


four hundred forty-two million ($442,000,000,00) dollars; actual value thereof on 
a loan valuation basts is over two billion ($2,000,000,000.00) dollars. 


Ben Ward's assessed valuation of this county is over three hundred and 


five million ($305,000,000.00) dollars, while its actual value on a loan basis docs 
not exceed five hundred million (i500.000.000.00) dollars. 


2. Ward has increased assessments on private property in this county 


over one hundred sixty million ($160,000,000.00) dollars, and on corporation 
property (including eleven million (ill,000,000.00) dollars assessed on new 
electric lines) only twenty-five million ($25,000,000.00) dollars. 


3. The increase of assessed valuation in this county during Ward's c<S- 


ministration has been 160 per cent and in the remainder of the state outside of 
this county but 10 per cent. The assessed valuation of this county has in-

CAPTURE OF A HUGE SHARK. 


Thirty 
Feet 
Lonir

ft 14,000 Ponniia. 


Sharks ofteu attain a very large size 


along the Pacific coust, especially off 
toe shores of Bouthern California. Very 
recently a monster shark was captured 
by two Italian fishermen in San Pedro 
Bay that is claimed to be the largest 
fish of that kind ever caught in -the 
•world. 
Beyond doubt. It is certainly 


one of the largest ever captured any- 
where. 


When drawn out of the water and 


killed this sea monster weighed 14,000 
pounds. It measured from tip to tip 
thirty-two feet and the -circumference 
of the body just forward of the huge 
dorsal fin was fifteen feet Across the 
fearful mouth horizontally when open- 
ed it was two and one-half feet, while 
from the tip of the snout to the point 
of the lower jaw it measured three and 
one-half feet! 
The size of the hug* 


mouth may be judged by the fact that 
It is large enough for two children to 
be comfortably sen ted therein, 
' 


The shark became hopelessly enmesh- 


ed in some .1.SOO feet of the fishermen's 
net. 
The net he speedily tore into 


strips, but in the giant creature's efforts 
to escape the strings and ropes were 
wound many times around its gills and 
the shark was held a fust prisoner. 
Despite its long and frantic struggles 
for freedom tho shark 
was 
finally 


stranded and filled with harpoons. The 
struggle lasted for more than an hour. 
The monster's stomach was found full 
of fish. It was engaged in robbing tho 
net when it became entangled. 
, So far as here known the largest 
shark yet caught was twenty-two feet 
long— ten feet shorter than the San 
Pedro Bay monster. 
In capturing the 


latter the two fishermen had many nar- 
row escajies from being snapped up by 
the creature. It made a long, savage 
and desperate struggle for its life. The 
shark was skinned and, stuffed and has 
been placed on exhibition. Efforts, It 
is understood, are being made by the 
Smithsonian Institution to secure this 
splendid specimen of the shark family.

CAPTURE OF A HUGE SHARK.

Sharks often attain a very large size 


along the Pacific coast, especially off 
the shores of southern California. Very 
recently a monster shark was captured 
l»y two Italian fishermen hi ,Sau Pedro 
Bay that Is claimed to be the largest 
ltsh of that kind ever caught in the 
•world. 
Beyond doubt it is certainly 


one of the largest ever captured any- 
where. 


When drawn out of the water and 


killed this sea monster weighed J4,000 
pounds. It measured from tip to tip 
thirty-two feet and the circumference 
of the body just forward of the huge 
dorsal flu was fifteen feet. Across the 
fearful mouth horizontally when open- 
ed it was two and one-half feet, while 
from the tip of the snout to the point 
of the lower Jaw it measured three and 
one-half feet. 
The size of the hug» 


mouth may be judged by the fart that 
it is large enough for two children to 
\>c comfortably seated therein. 


The shark became hopelessly enmesh- 


i«d in Kome 1,500 feet of the fishermen's 
net. 
The net he spet-dily tore Into 


•strips, but in the giant creature's efforts 
to escape the strings and ropes were 
•wound many times around its gills and 
the shark was held a fast prisoner. 
Despite its Jong and frantic struggles 
for freedom the shark 
was 
finally 


trtranded ami tilled with harpoons. The 
struggle lasted for more than an hour. 
The monster's stomach was found full 
of fish. It was engaged in robbing the 
net when it became entangled. 


So far as hero known the largest 


tihurlt yet caught was twenty-two feet 
long—ten feet shorter than the San 
Pedro Bay monster. 
In capturing the 


latter the two fishermen had many nar- 
row escapes from being snapped up by 
the creature. It made a long, savage 
and desperate struggle for its life. The 
shark was skinned and stuffed and has 
been placed on exhibition. Efforts, It 
Is understood, are being made by the 
Smithsonian Institution to secure this 
splendid specimen of the shark family.
